1. ‘The airfield south of MOGILEV (30°19'E/53°54'N), White Russian 
SSR, had three hangars. There was no conerete runway on the 
sodded landing field. 


2. The field was occupied by about 100 single-engine and twin~ 
engine airerarts the latter had a glazed nose and single 
25X1X rudder assembly . 


July 1945 - February 1947 


3. The about 2,500 x 3,300-foot MOGILEV airfield ~as located south 
of a bridge crossing the Dnepr River. 


4, The following aircraft types were observed at the field: 
25X1X IL-2s, twin-engine bombers and biplanes. 
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Vay 1945 — January 1949 


7, The about 3,500-foot scuare airfield was located south of 
MOGILEV and the Xnepr “iver and had three cr four hangars. 


8, The airfield “as oceunied by fifteen to trenty sinrcle-enrine 
planes (single-seat, retractable landing rear) and some t'in-~ 
engine aircraft. There ag little flying. 


25X1A Comment: 


a. The information on the location, condition, and size 
(2,500 x 53,300 feet) of the field, “hich kas heen known since 
the German occupation in World War II, is correct. Because 
of partisan activity during the war, the field “as usually un- 
occupied and had not been improved. It nas not destroyed by 
the withdraving German troops. 


b. Of the statenents concernine the occupation of the air- 
field,only that in para. 8 is consiaered credible, 

A ground attack refziment equipped “ith IL-2s and voresumably some 
obsolescent tvin-enrine aircraft are staticned there.
